British: Government Carried Bulk of 
Laconia’s Insurance. 


The loss of the Laconia did not hit the 
underwriters very hard because. about 
80 per cent, of the insurance was covered 
by the British Government, and only 
$100,000 was taken in New York ‘at B12 
per cent.. it was said yesterday. _ 

In spite of the Laconia’ disaster” the 
marine insurance rates yesterday were 
7 per cent., one-half per cent. lqwer than 
the rate on Monday. 

Hendon Chubb, an authority on ma-: 
rine insurance and a member of the 
Government War Risk Bureau, said: - 

“Rates on marine ‘war risk insurance | 
are bound to remain high for a long 
time, and, naturally, will be subject to 
moderate fluctuations. At the present. 
time the rates show a moderate reces- 
sion from the ‘high: rates of .Feb. 1, 
which were for transatlantic . 2 
from 9 per cent. to 10 per. cént., th 
Mediterranean from 3 per cent. to 5 per 
cent, above these. While there-is noth- 
ing in the immediate situation that

“ existence.” © That séntiméent ‘was 
nobly expressed by the Chamber of 
Commerce of the State of New York 
in the resolutions adopted on Monday. 
The Chamber assured the President 


it urged the adoption of protective 


measures that would assure the 


prompt resumption of steamship serv- 
ice by American steamships “ subject 
“to the usual rules of warfare be- 
“tween civilized. peoples.” And. it 
adopted this resolution: 

Resolved, That the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the State of New York con- 
‘siders the German note as a menace 
to tht inalienable right to life, liberty, 
and pursuit of ‘happiness, to establish 
which our forefathers fought, and to 
maintain which ‘the people of. this 
country are ;willing now to fight. 

There ig not in all the Union a 
body more representative of the 
noblest qualities of the American 
people than the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the ‘State of New York.’ For 
more ‘than a century and a half it 
has been an exponent of sound opin- 
fon, of human reason, moderation, 
and justice in the affairs of men, of 
the city, and of the nation, and its 
devotion to American institutions 
and to their preservation, its patriot- 
ism, has been manifested times*with- 
out number. Small-minded critics 
from the ranks of pacifism will insist 
that because some munition makers 
are members: :of the Chamber of 
Commerce its action represents the 
profits of .munition-making and of 
war. It is a sufficient answer to 
point out that at the very meet- 
ing in. question a resolution ‘was 
adopted expressing the opinion of the 
Chamber that the business men of 
thé country shall supply service, ¢om- 
modities, and. inventions required by 
the National Government “at prices 
“which will yield’ a profit no greater 
“that would be received in similar 

“transactions with private custom- 
“ers.” From this time we may as 
well’ pass by without héed the mis- 
erable, small-minded, . mean-hearted, 
or secretly disloyal protests, eriti-

would barter thé nation’s honor and 
security for: a few brief years of 
ignoble tranquillity. When we em- 
ploy arms to defend our rights and 
our liberties, arms may be used 
against us, and war may come. It is 
not the worst ‘of evils: It is a dis- 
aster not to be compared with the 
loss of honor, the death of liberty. 
The ‘Chamber --of Commerce has 
spoken the thoughts that are in the 
minds of all: true..Americans. All true 
Americans expect Congress to vest 
the President with the ‘power he asks 
for, and they cannot doubt that he

REPUBLICANS, ON DESPOTISM.

A CALL FOR DEFENSE. 

Such a sound and reasonable. argu- 
ment for provision for national de- 
fense as that prepared by a special 
committee of the Chamber of Com- 
meree and read by Mr. Roor at the 
meeting on Monday ought.to have an 
ithmediate effect. It was wholly de- 
void of hysteria and extravagance. It 


Nest suppor dealt entirely with the existing situa- 


tion: ‘It included warm approval of 
the General Staff’s universal training 
bill, which sound legislative judgment 
‘would: make the law of the land with- 
out needless delay.. This is not a has- 
tily prepared measure. The General 
Staff has been considering this subject 
in every aspect for.a long time. We 
may not be in actual danger. of war at 
present, but it is folly to be unpre- 
pared. “We must hot repeat our sad 
experiences with mobs of wholly un- 
trained citizens. There is no doubt 
that a call for men-to defend this 
country would be promptly responded 
to by: millions, if millions were needed, 
but a system of meral and thorough 
training should be instituted at once. 

Large sums of money have been ap- 
propriated for aeroplanes and subma- 
rines, for guns and shells, and it -is 
the right of citizens and taxpayers to 
insist that there should be no needless 
delay in the manufacture of these im- 
plements of defense.. The four princi- 

pal points made in the committee's re- 
port accurately sum up the whole ar- 
gument for immediate and effective 
preparedness: 

That an adequate army for the na- 
tional defense has not been and cannot 
be procured by taking the National 
Guard into the Federal service. 

That umder modern conditions of 
warfare an adequate volunteer army 
cannot be procured in time of peace so 
as to be trained for service in time of 
war. 

That universal training for military 
service and ‘obligation to render = it 
when called upon furnish the only 
method of providing adequate defense. 

That the universal] training -bill 
should be supported and passed. 

A gratifying illustration .of the 
readiness of responsible citizens to 
lend their aid was shown in the re- 
sponse to the appeal of the Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy for boats and 
men at the New York Yacht Club 
meééting. Mr. RoosEvELT asked for a 
reserve fleet of 750 small boats for 
mine laying, and sweeping and pa- 

trolling, and a force of 10,000 men to 
man them. The navy will get all of 
these in New York, and probably 
more, and with very little delay. 
— —— — 
THE TURES IN RETREAT. 

General TOWNSHEND started for Bag- 
dad with 20,000 men in 1915 and sur- 
rendered at Kut-el-Amara with 9,000 
on April 28, 1916, the rest of his com- 
mand having escaped. General MauvE 
started for Bagdad with 120,000 men 

on Dec. 13, 1916, and today the Turks 
are fleeing before him, with the whole 
Turkish position from Sanna-i-Yat to’ 
Kut-el-Amara in’ his hands. It is a 
significant and instructive proof that 
the British have ‘at last learned, not 
how to fight; but how to make war. 
The insignificant force with which 
TOWNSHEND was sent on his fatal ex- 
pedition, with no way prepared of sup- 
porting him, was an evidence that in 
1915 Britain was still governed by. the 
same belief that war is easy that 
Colonel CHURCHILL expressed when he 
jauntily predicted that the rats at Kiel 
would be dug out if they would not 
come out. The expedition which has 
now met with such success !s no more 
gallant than was ToWNSHEND’s, but 
England has learned that gallantry 
alone does not win campaigns. , 

“-The fighting has now become of an 
open character and our forces are 
disposed on a wide front,” says the 
British report. The Turks have lost 
their trenches and have no time to 
make any more; they are now in re- 
treat for.a position twenty-four miles 
away from Kut, and are fighting rear- 
guard actions with the British, who 
are in hot pursuit. This does not 
sound as if they might expect thuch, 
more luck with their new position at 
Baghela than they have had with their 
strong intrenchments from Kut to 
Sanna-I-Yat. Bagdad is ninety miles 
away. It does not seem unreasonable 
to expect that Maung will be able to 
advance to that city without meeting 
any opposition as serious as he en- 
countered at Kut. The Turks could 
not have expected him to take the 
latter, or they would have made pro- 
vision for a stand nearer than Bag- 
hela; and if they could not resist him 
behind their fortifications they are not 
likely to have. better. success in the 
open fieia.” 

TUwNsHEND’s. defeat contributed to 
the German resistance on the Somme 
and in Russia and to the overrunning 
of Rumania. - The Turks were able to 
release armies which saved Germany 
from having to’ send large forces. to 
Rumania.and the. Russian and Italian

key will soon be of no value to. Ger- 
many, if she has not already ‘lost all 
value in that respect.

DOLLARS, POUNDS, AND MARKS. 

The moderate proposal to put $100, - 
000,000 at the President’s disposal for 
the defense of the lives and commerce 
of Americans on the high seas is an- 
nounced on the day when we learn ‘the 
details of the floating ofthe fifty-fold 
larger British loan for war. There can 
be no doubt about giving the President 
the funds. Double the amount given 
for President McKINLEY for the Span- 
ish war preliminaries, and a little more 
than half the cost of chasing a ragged 
bandit away from our frontiers, is too 
small if anything. It shows inappre- 


ciation of the cost of preparedness, | 


and scant appreciation of the scale 
on which anything the United States 
attempts must run into money. It 
will suffice for a beginning. _ 

The proposal that all citizens shall 
be allowed to subscribe is commend- 
able. Bonds sold in that manner give 
no trouble until their maturity.. They 
never need to be sold again, and ab- 
sorb no bank resources, but’ serve use- 
fully in the reduction of ‘the exces- 
sively large bank deposits which make 
credit too cheap. In 1898 $200,000,000 
was. asked for in that manner, and 
320,226 subscribers offered $1,500,- 
600,000. - No doubt now also individ- 
uals and small subscriptions will re- 
ceive the preference. Thete is more 
idle money now. Also there are com- 
petitive offerings of high: attraction. 
Thus yesterday this city placed short- 
time funds at 3.75 per cént., and the 
United States bonds are limited to 8 
per cent. These bonds cannot serve 
as the basis for circulation, and offer 
more inducement in ‘their tax-free, 
feature to individuals than to bankers. 
Part of them will go to the immediate 
stimulation of commerce by providing 
the funds for the Government insur- 
ance plan. ; 

No expectation of success can rival 
the British loan. The total is the 
greatest ever offered any Govern- 
ment. German «critics said it could 
not be considered a success unless. at 
least four billions of new money was 
offered. Five billions is offered, and 
all offered is not taken, and yet the 
total is less impressive than the de- 
tails. Some - 3,200,000: subscribers 
took $125,000,000 in sums less than 
£1. All togéther, eight millions sub- 
scribed. Bank subscriptions were dis= 
couraged, and the rate was put at 5 
instead of 6 per cent:, although -ex- 
perts said. failure was invited. No 
remnant of doubt that England is 
resolved to carry the war to its just 
end can be entertained by anybody 
in any country. ~ 

It is in Germany that this news will 
be most unwelcome. . It faces another 
loan, and the comparison will be 
equivalent to the logs of a battle or 
many battleships. Germany has is- 
sued 47,000,000,000 marks of loans, 
or, say, something less than $12,000,- 
000,000. The population of Germany 
is larger than England’s, but the pop- 
ular participation has been, about half 
of the present British standard, and 
on. a. constantly decreasing scale. 
England has put its neck into the 
collar and has laid enough taxes on in- 
terest account to stagger patriotism 
and capacity for financial endurance. 
For example, the British income tax 
maximum:is above 40 per cent., and 
the war profits tax is 60 per cent.. 
Germany has shrunk from this test of 
solidity and endurance.. Borrowings 
have paid for borrowings. and cur- 
rency has paid for. Government is- 
sues, and mortgage has been piled on 
mortgage; until doubt is created 
whether the ability. exists to pay 
taxes necessary for solvency. Al- 
ready German taxes have been in- 
creased without’ providing for the 
interest on its borrowings.: Already 
the debt service is - 3,566,000,0uw 
marks, and yet it is still proposed to 
meet it’ from the proceeds of the 
forthcoming loan. Germany is ac-+ 
customed to balance budgets by 
loans, but borrowing to pay interest 
is a sort of finance to which there 
can be only one sure end.

terday for the same reason. 

Carl I. Schurz, Vice President and 
Acting President, said of Mr. von Brie- 
sen in the annual report: ‘‘ He made 
the development of the society’s use- 
fulness his life work; he watched its 
growth with as much loving sacrifice as 
if it were his own child, as in a sense 
it was, If any credit for the splendid 
results attained is due to the varying 
Boards of Directors. which served with 
him during the twenty-six years of his 
aémin‘stration, {t is bécause his unflag- 
ging enthusiasm was contagious, his 
example inspiring.” 

Mr. Hughes speke of the deep debt of 
Statitude which the society and the poor 
of New York whom it had benefited 
oweéd to Mr. von Briesen, ahd expressed 
satisfaction that his advice and assist- 
ance would still be available.

WATCHED BAYONET DUEL 


Frenchman’ and. German Fought 
- Alone Amid Piles of Dead and 
Wounded—Both Killed. 


A vivid war diary by Aimer Auzias de 
Turenné; a student at the Harvard Law 
School Aéw- living in Seattle, who lost his 
right eye fighting with the First-Cana- 
dian contingent at Ypres, is published in 
The Harvard Alumni Bulletin, extracts/ 
of which follow:: . 

**T had completed my first year at the 
Law School of Harvard University,” says | 
Mr. de-Turenne, ‘‘ and was spending my , 
holidays: in Canada when the war broke 
out. Memories of Lafayette and of the 
help given by. Fnance to -America more 
than a “hundred years ago, the great 
coming. struggle of democracy . against 
autocracy—all that, and more, flashed 
through’ my mind, and I, an American, 
decided to enlist. 

“* It was on Sept. 4, 1914, at Vaicartier, 
near Qtiébec, one of the training camps 
of Canada, that I enlisted in the Fifth 
Battery, Second Brigade, Canadian: Field 
Artillery. After remaining a short time: 
in camp we left Canada for England, a 
force of 36,000 men, as members: of the 
First Canadian contingent. In England 
we were encamped on Salisbury Plain | 
‘for a périod of four months, which was 
really just as trying as it was at the 
front, and thence we went to France to 
the firing line. “ It was not until the first 
German gas attack that we got a. real 
idea of warfaré in all its horrors.”’ 

After:a short account of the battle of 
Neuve ‘Chapelle and the. first use of gas 
j by  the+Germans, de Turenne 9 
| scribes thé battle of Ypres: 

“Ahead of us lay a tong. field,’ and 
then a row of tall trees bordering the 
Yser Canal, then ,further on another 
plain and alittle hill. At. my. point of 
vantages I picked up a pair of field 

lasses and, looking along the Yser 

anal, 1 could see black lines. moving’ 
up a nill. The go ge! was charging. 
Occasionally’ the black lines would stop 
and then continue again, leaving. every 
tithe black dots. behind them—these were 
the dead and’ woundéd. At night time it 
was also possible to see ouf own shells 
explode..
